In concluding this article, we will brief- 
ly review the History of the Popes from 
Romish authority. 

From among 260 Popes, we find that 15 
of them were imprisoned for crimes eom- 
mitted ; 29 were pnt to death unnntually ; 
17 helped to glory by the nid of poison; 
45 of them had acknowledged illegitimate 
offspring ; 10 were canght in adultery; 6 
iu the act of incest ; 12 were charged with 
seduction ; and ouly 10 ont of the whole 
group could he recommended for their 
piety. Three of the Popes were Negroes ; 
and one was a Womnuu, who died in ehild- 
bed, in the 3rd year of her reign. So vile 
were the chosen ‘Vicars of Christ ou 
Earth”, that, iu most cases, their vices 
were a recommend for spiritual promotion, 

Formosus I (897) was so hated, that 
Stephen VI caused his body to be ex- 
uumed ; all his acts reversed ; two of his 
lingers cut off ; and then reburied amongst

From the period when the spirit rap 
pings first occurred at Hydesville, in New 
York, the human instruments used by the 
spirits in the production of the occult 
phenomena, including the two little chil- 
dren, Katy and Margaret Fox, in whose 
presence the initial of whut is now known 
as Modern Spiritnalism were inaugurated, 
have been almost invariably subjected to 
cruel persecution, such as has ever beeu 
accorded by iguorant, bigoted and inter- 
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affair, was the conclusion arrived at and 


eutertained by a greater part of all the 
company present. 

Some time after the date of Miss Eddy's 
exposure, I attended, with some others, 4 
seance held in the preseuce of the *'Alleu 
boy medium,” a mere child of 11 years old. 
In accordance with the ordinary routine, I 
took my seat iu a chair, with the boy me- 
dium sitting at my feet on the left, having 
previously taken olf my cost and thrown it 
over the hands and arme of the medium so 
as to envelope them with darkuess, the 
boy all the while manipulating my left arm 
with both his hands so as to prove to me 
beyoud doubt that they were never re- 
moved during the manifestations, Among 
other phenomena that oceurred, a large, 
long arm aud hand were projected partly 
in frout of me over my right shoulder, fur 
beyond the point the boy could possibly 
have reached had his hands been released 
from clasping my left arm, which I felt 
entirely sure they had never for a moment 
ceased manipulating. The wonderful 
phenomenon taking place in broad day- 
light, and iu the preseuce of other Gompe- 
tent witnesses who one and all couceded 
its genuineness, could not fail to establish 
the supermundaue origin of the manifesta 
tion, not only in my own mind but in th: 
miuds apparently of all others present, 


ested miseducated opposers towards all 
Innovation, ou established usages and be- 
liefs whether they relate to Science aud 
the Arts, or to the Moral and Spiritnal 
progress of Mankind. It must be con- 
fessed that some of the phenomena pre- 
sented by the spirit intelligences thro’ tlu 
agency of their mediums is of so astonish 
iug a character, when viewed in the ligh: 
of Moderu Science, that many minds fiud 
it easier to doubt the reliability of their 
vatural senses than to accept them as 
truisms, Take, for instance, the phenom- 
ena of what is called by Spiritualists thy 


West 23rd St., and were seated in the 
back parlor engaged in couversation, when 
snddenly the medium (who was sitting 
beside me on a sofa) struck me smartly on 
the shoulder and in the peculiar voice o! 
Osceola, the Seminole Iudian Chief, sig- 
uitied a readiness to proceed with the pro- 
posed experiment, Upon this annonuce- 
ment, Dr, Berry and myself accompanied 
the medium iuto the front parlor, aud 
with a lengthy small cord we bad fur- 
ished ourselves with for the purpose, 
proceeded to tie the medium very much, it 
not exactly, after the following fashion ; 
Putting the two ends of the cord together 
We commenced at the bite, and tied his 
feet securely, both separately aud to- 
gether, We then wound each straud of 
the rope spirally arouud the netber limb 
of the medium until they reached the 
trunk, when we tied them together once 
ur twice about the body and again secure- 
ly to the chair upon which he was sittiug. 
Next we tied each wrist separately and 
ngain fast together, and after winding the 
two ends separately several times around 
euch arm, we wound them both abont the 
neck and tied them fast, and again to the 
chair, when we finished by placing the 
two loose ends of the remaiuder of the 
cord under a piano some 6 or 8 feet from 
the medinm's seat, and unobserved by him, 
quietly put a small key on the top of the 
extreme end of the rope, so that the least 
movement conld not fail to displace the 
key, This done, Dr, Berry and myseli 
jvined our host aud hostess in the back 
parlor, closing the sliding doors after us 
wud leaving the medium in total darkuess. 
Sume miuntes elapsed, when, in respouse 


“trausfer of color," as it has often oc- 
curred in the presence of dark-circle medi 

uus, wheu the conditions have been inter- 
fered with by inexperienced and sceptical 
observers, It is now mauy years ago that 
I attended a large public meeting (I think 
ina theatre) in Boston, at which Miss 
Eddy (now Mrs. Huntoon), was securely 

tied within a movable dark cabinet on thi 

stage or platform by a committee of three 
gentlemen appointed by the company. 
The lights being turned partly down, sev- 
eral manifestations occurred, among 
which was one in which a huge naked arm 
was thrust out of au aperture in the cabi- 
uet, so as to be plainly visible to all pres- 
ent. Que of the committee (a Doctor ol 
Medicine), not having full faith, as it 
would seem, in the skil] of the rope-tying 
committee, had prepared himself with u 
syringe loaded with black ink, with which 
he deluged the outstretched arm from the 
convenient position he occupied near the 
platform, The Doctor then sprang to the 
cabinet aud, antying the rope with which 
the still sleepiug medium was bound, 
dragged her out on tbe platform and ex- 
hibited staius of ink (the lights had been 
turned on full height) on the bewildered 
medium's own proper arm. Altho’ the 
outstretched arm that the Doctor had del- 
uged with ink was apparently neurly or 
quite twice the dimentions of the medi- 
um's, yet such was the positive demon- 


stration of (rand on the part of Miss Eddy! 


conveyed to my mind by the unmistakable 
exhibition of staius of ink on her own arm, 
that my judgment forced me to the conclu- 
sion that my first impression regarding 
the length and size of the arm that Í had 


beyond a question, in which light I re- 
garded it until I some time after learned 
from a reliable source that a sceptical in- 
vestigator had detected the boy medium iu 
the very act of perpetrating a transparent- 
ly frandulent trick in the exercise of this 
so-called medinmship, after the following 
fashion; The astute investigating gentle- 
man having learned before hand of the 
fact of Sitters with the “Allen boy medi- 
um," vot unfrequently having the hair on 
the back part of the head twitched by un- 
seen hands, took the precaution to blacken 
his buck hair with iuk before taking his 
seat as usual with the little boy sitting at 
his feet, The phenomena progressed 
withont interruption until the gentleman 
felt his hair pulled from bebind his neck, 
when he suddenly removed his coat and 
exposed to the view of all. present the fin- 
gers on the right hand of the boy stained 
withink, Of course the medium being so 
unmistakably detected in the perpetration 
of a franduleut act (child as he was) 
stamped bim in publie opinion as a detest- 
able trickster, and for a time *'the boy me- 
dium" was obliged to abandon his medi- 
umistic vocation. Being fully satisfied of 
the genuineuess of his exposure, I was 
again, as in the case of Miss Eddy, forced 
to conclude that I had again been misled 


lin the manifestations, had been previously 
| placed on a table, far out of the reach of the 
medium, each and all of which (including the 
| drum sticks) Mr. Colby had severally smeared, 
more or less, with different colored inks (nn- 
|beknown to the medium) such as black, red,

blue, green, &c. 
| with their bands all clasped together, around 
ja long, narrow table, after the order I have 
| described in a previous chapter, the light was 
extinguished, and the tamborine, guitar, 
bells, &c., &c., commenced sailing around 
the room, over the heads of the sitters as 
usual, discoursing music appropriate to their 
order, accompanied by the beating of the 
heavy drum. After some hour or more exhi- 
bition of the various phenomena the light 
was renewed, whereupon the medium was 
found in ber seat with her dress stil] securely 
nailed to the floor, and her hands smeared 
with printer’s ink, while marks of other col- 
ored inks were observed on her face and 
neck, which on further examination by a 
committee of ladies, were found duplicated 
on different parts of her person. The result 
of this crucial test seance settled the question 
of “fraud” or “no fraud" on the part of the 
hitherto misunderstuod and maligned but 
innocent mediums snch as Miss Eddy and the 
"Allen boy," not only in my estiniation but 
in that of most or all other experienced and 
honest investigators of the phenomena. I 
may just here remark tbat I believe both 
Miss Eddy (now Mrs. Huntoon) and the 
"Allen boy medium" are now acknowledged 
to be two of the very best mediums for dark- 
circle and other phases of the spiritual phe- 
nomena at this present time in the field. At 
a seance in presence of a reliable clairvoyant 
medium, very shortly after the seance just 
described, some of the parties in that seance 
being preseut, we were counselled hy the 
presiding intelligence that in all similar ex- 
periments they should in future abstain from 


iu my judgment by some unaccountable 
illusion, and that both the alleged medi- 
ums were alike unprincipled tricksters, 
Like “exposures” to those I have narrated 
became at length so frequent that the 
more advanced Spiritualists began to sur- 
mise that there might be laws in connection 
with the occult phenomena not understood 
by mortals, by which the supposed. cause 
of the exposure of mediums might be ex- 
plained aud accounted for without being 
obliged to charge it to the apparent fraud 
aud trickery of the medium, Acting on 
this supposition, Mr, Luther Colby, the 
editor of the Banner of Light, with som. 
15 or more experieneed and truth-seeking 
Spiritualists held au experimental seance 
in an apartment of the Banner of Light 
building, at which the accomplished and

making use of any coloring matter containing 
verdiyris or other -poisonous materjal (such, 
for instance, as the green ink that had been 
used at the Banner circle), for the reason that 
in materializing the occult spirit form, by tLe 
aid of Which the manifestations are accom- 
plished, the spirit chemists are often (or al- 
ways) obliged to extract elements from every 
organ of the medium’s physical body, includ- 
ing the lungs, and transfer the same to the 
materialized spirit form which by the force 
of spiritual law must be returned at the close 
of the manifestations to the person of the 
medium, together with the finer portions of 
ull the elements that may have been brought 
in contact with them during their withdrawal 
from the medium. Singalarly enough Mrs. 
Annie Lord Chamberlain, a'very short time 
after the scance at the Banner office, ut which 
ink was used containing verdigris, was sinit- 
ten with a severe attack of lung complaint, 
from which she finally recovered, altho’ the 
result was for some time held in doubtful 
suspense, 

Altho’ musical spirit manifestations usually 
occur only in a dark atmosphere, there are 
many exceptionsto the rule. I have been 
present on occasions wherein pianos and oth- 
er instruments have been played upon in 
broad daylight, with neither the medium nor 
any other person touching the keys. One of 
the very best of this kind I ever saw was 
Mrs. Cushman, a lady who was formerly 
much in Boston and its vicinity. 


The last of Mrs. Cushman’s circles I ever 
attended was quite à number of years ago, im 
Charlestown, Mass. This was on an evening. 
There were some 5 or 6 persons present iu aii. 
A good-sized parlor lamp stood in the naddie 
of the round center-table by which the room 
was well lighted, .Among.anany other mani- 
festations I witnessed on this occasion was

Icould see the curds of the in- 
strument vibrate as plainly as if they had been 
touched by human fingers, altho’ no visible 
hand was near them. A lady clairvoyant, 
however, who chanced to be present on the} 
occasion, more than once remarked that she 
could see the fingers of the spirit musician 
reaching up to the cords of the instrument} 
from the under side. 

I will bring this chapter to a close by a re-| 
lation of a still more remarkable exemplifica 
tiou of spirit power than that I have just nar 
rated, which was told me by the late Mrs. 
Catharine Turner, widow of Commodore 
Daniel E. Turner, of Newport, Ry L, who| 
was Commodore Oliver H. Perry's tirst officer| 
in the memorable. sea fight on Lake Ene in 
the war of 1812-15. The facts were related 
to me by Mrs. Turner while I was sitting with 
her in a large double parlor (where the mani-| 
festations had recently occurred) at the house 
corner of 2nd Ave. and E. 14th St., N. Y.| 
City. United States Senator Talmage hap- 
pened to call on Mrs. Turner that morning| 


accompanied by his daughter Laura, who,|. 


tho' never exercising her gift in public, is a 
well-known and most accomplished medium 
for spirit musical manifestations, and espec- 


ially for performances on the piano, which! 


was often played upon of an evening for the 
especial gratification of her father by spirit 
artists, in the presence of Laura, without she 
or any other mortal person touching its keys 
or being in contact with the instrument in any 
way. A clairyoyant acquaintance of Mrs 
Turner's (I think, by the name of Rockhill, 
but am not sure), chanced also to be present 
at the time. As the four were seated not far 
from the piano, an unseen intelligence per- 
formed some-plaintive-airs on the instrument; 
which Mrs. H., (the clairvoyant medium) 
said claimed to be a lady friend of Mrs. Tur- 
ner’s by the name of Chisholm. Mrs. Turner 
had a very dear life long friend of that name 
living in Beaufort, S. C., whom she bad heard 
from by letter not long before, at which time 
sbe was well. For that reason Mrs. Turner 
questioned the reliability of the communica- 
tion, but remarked that if the spirit would 
repeat on the piano some of the pieces she 
and her friend Mrs. C. were particularly par- 
tial to in the days of their girlhood, she 
might think different. No response came 
from the piano, but after à short pause all in 
the room saw a guitar that lay on a distant 
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Stand near the. door of entrance of the front 
parlor glide gently to the floor and move 
&lowly along the carpet until it reached Mrs. 
Turner, when it raised itself on one end and 
then lifted itself into her Jap, Mrs. T. now 
placed a hand on each end of the instrument 
to keep it in place, while several old familiar 
airs were performed on the guitar by unseen 
hands, being precisely those that. both Mrs. 
Turner and Mrs, Chisholm were particularly 
fond of in their early days. "Tbis was before 
the telegraph was known—but not many 
days after, as Mrs. Turner sat by a window 
in the parlor where the spirit manifestations 
occurred, she saw her friend, the late John 
Ravenel, of Charleston, 8. C,, coming across 
the street, who soon entered the house, and 
after making a few commonplace remarks, 
said to Mrs, T. that he, was sorry to be the 
"bearer of sorrowful tidings, but that he had 
just heard by letter that her old friend, Mrs. 
Chisholm, of Beaufort, had passed from earth. 
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
